Appropriation for new bridges $3,541 05 
Expended 1,335 89

At the last annual town meeting the committee asked for the 
raising of $3000, and the appropriation of that sum together 
with the balance unexpended the previous year, amounting in 
all to $3,541.05. The committee had in mind the building of a 
new bridge on Elm Street or near the electric light station, but 
by reason of the high cost of labor and material, we decided that 
it was for the best interest of the town not to build at this time, 
having examined these bridges and found that they would go 
some time longer with some repairs. 

Later it was found that the bridge near the Towns place and 
two bridges on the middle east or Sand Hill road, required new 
stringers, and having on hand Iron beams for these bridges, we 
thought it economy to construct abutments and put on the iron 
stringers leaving the cement floors and curbings to be done later. 
This makes these bridges strong enough to carry any load that 
will be carried over them. 

The bridges on the Jaffrey road, over the canal near the old 
Drury Mill site were taken out and filled in with gravel several 
years ago with the understanding, with Mr. Noone, that the 
filling should be taken out and bridges built whenever the mill 
site should be used again. This arrangement was approved by 
vote of the town. 

Mr. Noone having rented the mill side for a term of years 
called for the opening of the canal. 
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, We opened the canal across the road, built permanent abut- 
ments, and put on iron stringers and a plank floor, leaving the 
permanent cement floor to be done later. | 

We believe that money could be well expended in building 
new permanent bridges, but under present conditions will not 
recommend the raising of money this year, but will suggest that 
the present unexpended balance be re-appropriated for the 
purpose of completing some or all of the above mentioned bridges 
and to meet any emergency that may arise.

PETERBOROUGH, N. H., Fes. 15, 1918. 
To THE SELECTMEN OF PETERBOROUGH, N. H.: 


Gentlemen:—As chief of the Fire Department I wish to sub- 
mit the following report of the Department for the year 1917. 

We have been very fortunate in the matter of fires, both 
buildings and forest fires during the past year. 

The weather conditions during last summer helped in that 
respect a great deal, in consequence of that we had no grass or 
forest fires to speak of. We hope that the wives, mothers and 
sweethearts will persuade their men who smoke cigarettes and 
cigars not to make a practice of throwing the stub ends into the 
waste paper basket or the burnt matches either, one is as bad 
as the other. 

Don’t allow men who smoke to do so in your stable where 
hay and straw or other combustibles are stored, also be careful 
around your or your neighbor’s garage; it pays to be a little 
prudent in or around those places; and do not get in the habit 
of throwing your coal ashes next to the side of buildings. 

The Department has responded to 22 alarms the past year; 
grass. fires, five gong alarms, and 15 chimney fires which 
were still alarms. The Department responded to a call for help 
from Dublin, the truck was sent with ten men and some appa- 
ratus; in 16 minutes they were at the scene of the fire and did 
not hurry on account of the condition of the road which was 
rather rough. 

The condition, or makeup of the Department is as follows: 
Deluge Co. at the West Village, Hook and Ladder No. 1, Hose 
Companies 1 and 2 at the Central Fire Station. 

The apparatus and equipment consist of one combination 
chemical and hose motor truck, one hand fire engine pump 
‘“‘ Aquarius,’” two hook and ladder trucks, hand drawn, three 
hose reels, 20 hand chemical fire extinguishers, 2 hand force 
pumps, 34 pails, 2500 feet of 21% inch linen fire hose, 200 feet 
of 34 inch chemical rubber hose, 62 shovels, 4 bog hoes, 8 fire 
axes, 2 woodman’s axes, 8 lanterns, one 50 foot extension ladder, 
two 35 foot extension ladders, one 22 foot extension ladder and 
one 20 foot, also 150 feet of wall ladders, 4 roof hook ladders, 2 
large grab hooks and ropes, 4 iron bars and number of hand 
hooks. 

During the year as Forest Fire Warden, I have issued 42 fire 
permits which we think is a good part of the safety-first pro- 
gram and which we hope more of these who have brush and rub- 
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bish to burn up during the year will take advantage of for their 
“ neighbors’ sake if not their own. 

The Department wishes to call attention of the citizens 
who have members of the Department working for them, to 
this fact; and that is this, that every town which has an organ- 
ization of this sort is dependent on the men and boys in that 
town for its membership as an organization of this nature, and 
therefore we hope they will encourage them in joining the Fire 
Department instead of threatening them with a discharge when 
they go to a fire and try to do their bit. You can not tell whose 
turn will come next. 

And last but not least, the Department wishes to thank the 
employes at the local telephone office for their prompt manner 
in which they blow in the alarms, also Mr. F. H. Coffin for 
giving the operators the correct time for the test alarm at noon.

GENTLEMEN:—Herewith is presented the report of the 
Librarian for the year 1917-1918. 

The circulation shows a gratifying increase of about 2,000 
over that of last year. 294 new names have been added to the 
registration list. The reading room attendance shows a slight 
increase over last year. The order in the reading room has 
materially improved during the year and the result is a larger 
adult attendance. 

By keeping the books properly mended only 73 have had to 
be rebound in the entire year. 

The sending of book deposits to the district schools of thts 
town has been continued with reasonable success, and without 
expense, owing to the public spiritedness of some person in each 
district, and to them the library wishes to extend its apprecia- 
tion of their kindness. 

A branch at the West and South villages, open one night a 
week, and with a competent person in charge, would in my opin- 
ion add to the usefulness of the library. 

I would recommend the purchase of books m foreign lan- 
guages, especially such as would help people of foreign birth to 
become American citizens.

Report of School Board. 


CiTIZENS OF PETERBOROUGH: 

As we review the work of another year, it ts gratifying to 
assert that it has been a year of accomplishments and results 
gained. Educational methods are becoming more and more 
practical, practical in the sense of economizing the amount of 
time required to best fit our boys and girls for their life work. 
We feel that all parents and friends of the schools have realized 
the good work that has been done this past year. 

In preparing our budget of expenses for the coming year, we 
wish to call your attention to the change of the fiscal and schol- 
astic year. Public Statutes 122:1, 1917 “The fiscal year of town 
and special school districts beginning Feb. 16, 1917, shall end 
Aug. 31, 1918, and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year 
shall end August 31st annually. 

“At its annual meeting holden in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sec. 1, Chap. 90 of the Public Statutes, such school 
districts shall raise and appropriate money for the support of 
schools to be expended: during the fiscal year beginning Sept. 1, 
next succeeding. ”’ 

It is most essential that this extension of our school year be 
thoroughly understood by all voters at this time. While heretofore 
we have had a balance on hand at the close of our fiscal year, 
Feb. 15, to carry us through to the end of the scholastic year in 
June, now, we are expected to raise and appropriate enough 
money to carry us through the summer to September 1, then 
for the year following. 

This is a most difficult problem to solve, to accurately esti- 
mate the amount of money that will be required to be appro- 
priated for the various departments of the school work. 

It is almost impossible. 

The increased cost of books, supplies and all school material 
this past year, has been great. Under existing conditions we 
have no reason to expect it to be less. 

In all probability, expenditures will constantly increase, to 
say nothing of the increase of salaries that will be demanded by 
teachers, and which demand will be met elsewhere surely—if 
not in Peterborough. ; 

We already have intimations of what this general demand for 
teachers may mean to us. 
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After much deliberation, careful thought and many consulta- 
tions, the board has tried to present to you fairly the amount 
of money that will be required to be raised and appropriated 
for the next year and six months, if we are to maintain the 
standard of our school. 


‘TEACHERS. 


It is our purpose and aim to procure and keep the best teach- 
ers whom we can obtain, and by so doing keep within our ap- 
propriations, meet the state requirements and our own ideas of 
the required qualifications for the competent successful teacher. 

At the present time it is an indisputable fact that the average 
teacher is now receiving nearly double the salary he or she re- 
ceived five years ago. In order to meet all the requirements of: 
the work, we should realize what this important factor means. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The present system adopted by your school board, by which 
our four resident physicians form the inspecting board, has 
met with the most general satisfaction, This fact, together with 
the great benefit derived by child and parents, insures its per- 
manency in our schools. 


Repairs Mabe. 


Following out the suggestions and estimates made for last 
year, we have completed the repairs on the Center building. 
The inside of the entire building has been re-varnished and is 
greatly improved. If this coat of varnish lasts for nearly thirty 
years it Is certainly a wise expenditure. The South school has 
been painted, the Wilson Corner school shingled. 

The cement apron has been built on the south side of the main 
building, also the side door repaired and the porches enclosed 
with movable storm shutters. The superintendent’s and head- 
master’s office has at last been fitted out with the necessary 
desks, bookcases and chairs usually found in educational offices. 
The school buildings now stand in good repair and with the ex- 
ception of new desks will not need repair for some time. 


Repairs NEEDED. 


There is now necessary improvement that your board has been 
anxious for several years to see made, and this is the rebuilding 
of all the out-houses connected with the rural schools. 

This will be of the utmost importance and for sanitary and 
hygienic reasons, it should be done as soon as possible.

An inspection of the table printed above brings out the fact 
,that practically one-half of our teachers have been with us less 
than a year. Those who have left and are continuing to teach, 
have gone to places that pay from twenty to forty per cent. 
larger salaries than they were offered here, although what seemed 
like liberal advanced in salary were made at the time of the 
re-election last spring. | One teacher who received four hundred 
fifty dollars last year is now enjoying a salary of seven hundred 
dollars with prospects of an advance in the near future. While 
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this is perhaps an extreme case, yet it serves to illustrate the 
fact that teachers’ salaries are increasing rapidly. This is due 
in part to the increased cost of living, and in part to other con- 
ditions created by the war. The classes of teachers most serious- 
ly affected by the present titanic struggle are the headmasters 
and the commercial teachers. <A large per cent of the former 
come within the draft age, and many of the latter can secure 
employment in government positions that pay much better 
salaries than obtained in the teaching profession. Indeed, the sit- 
uation is so serious that the state superintendent of public in- 
struction has sent out a circular letter urging employers of com- 
mercial teachers to advise capable young women of suitable 
academic preparation to prepare themselves to do this particu- 
lar kind of work. . Unless some such steps are taken, he thinks 
that another year will find numerous schools without teachers 
for their commercial curricula. 


GRADES Vil AND Vil, JUNIOR HIGH. 


In my report of a year ago, I wrote: “‘We hope gradually to 
shape.the work so that in a short time, if tt seems wise, we may 
re-organize the school work into six years of elementary study 
and six years of high school study, possibly dividing the latter 
into two sections and calling them the junior and senior high 
school sections.”’ Since writing the above, we have taken a long 
step in the direction indicated, so that now we are giving the 
pupils of these grades instruction in French five periods a week, 
cooking and sewing for the girls two double periods a week, manual 
training for the boys two double periods a week, and elemen- 
tary science or concrete geometry about three periods a week. 
Geography is being treated only incidentally, and formal gram- 
mar Is receiving less attention than heretofore on the ground 
that the mind of the pupil is not mature enough to appreciate 
the finer distinctions of this somewhat abstruse subject. 

Thus far, the results of the change in the material of instruc- 
tion have been gratifying in that the newness and better adapt- 
ability of the subjects has aroused in the pupils a greater inter- 
est in their school work. From the administrative view pointy 
the headmaster reports as follows: “‘ The resulting centralized 
control has aided in a better solution of administrative and dis- 
ciplinary problems.”’ 


Hicu SCHOOL. 


~The enrollment in the high school for the fall term was the 
same as for last year—seventy pupils. If we should add to this 
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number the fifty-five pupils enrolled in the seventh and eighth 
grades, we would have a total of one hundred twenty-five pu- 
pils to be taught by five regular teachers. This can be done 
by careful planning, by cutting corners and paring down some 
subjects, and by giving some teachers a heavier load than they 
ought to carry. Our headmaster has figured out that it would 
take 42.6 teaching periods to handle the work satisfactorily. 
As forty periods a week of teaching is the maximum amount 
that five teachers should have, the logical conclusion is that 
there is work enough for another teacher. For the sake of com- 
parison, I wish to call your attention to some facts regarding 
a high school in the state of approximately the same size. The 
Whitefield High School has an enrollment of one hundred thirty- 
six pupils in its junior and senior divisions, and employs six 
teachers in the senior high and two teachers in the junior high 
—three teachers more than we have for nearly the same number 
of students. In order to make a fair comparison, I should add 
that the Whitefield school offers instruction in agriculture as 
well as in commerce and in domestic arts. This would doubt- 
less afford part time employment at least, for one teacher. 


THE Noon LunNcuw. 


In accordance with plans that had been under consideration 
for some time, the serving of noon lunches was begun with the 
approach of cold weather. The question of where to serve this 
lunch was solved by making use of the upper hall where sufficient 
tables and benches were placed to reach nearly the full length 
of that room. The diners take their places at the tables imme- 
diately after dismissal at noon and remain there until stroke 
of the bell announces that they are at liberty to go. The time 
that they are required to remain is long enough so that no child 
has any excuse for eating his dinner with undue haste. Regard- 
garding this new departure the headmaster reports: ‘*The 
introduction of a hot supplementary lunch served in the main 
hall at noon has been a decided success. The lunch is self-sup- 
porting and in addition pays the domestic arts department for 
all food produced by the cooking class. The following is a spec- 
imen menu: 


Hot soup or cocoa OS 
Peanut butter sandwiches 02 
Meat sandwiches 04 
Bananas .04 
Oranges .05 


Special dishes from cooking class .04 to .07. 
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Music. 

The following excerpt from the report of the supervisor of 
music contains a suggestion to which I wish to call attention. 
“More and more consideration is being given to music in schools 
throughout the country as prominent educators realize its value 
ina vocational and in a cultural way. The cry is to make Amer- 
ica a singing nation, and there is no better place to begin than 
in the schools. When periodicals like ‘‘Musicai America,”’ 
“The Musician,”? and “Normal Instructor” give page after 
page to exposition of the educational value of music it shows 
that it Is gaining in importance, Most schools are giving 
credit for music in school, and also for special study outside of - 
school. I have suggested this method several times and still 
adhere to the idea that its importance will be felt when it is 
placed in the curriculum as a regular subject for which credit 
is given. This applies especially to high schools. The grade 
pupils are already ranked in music. The state superintendent 
has announced that the department of public instruction is in 
favor of accrediting competent private instruction in music 
as a part of regular high school work and counting such toward 
graduation. I hope such a plan will be adopted in Peter- 
borough.” 

Theoretically, I have been in favor of the plan mentioned 
above for several years but have not been able to devise a prac- 
cal way for putting it into effect; nor have I, until recently, 
come across any such plan. A few days ago, there came to my 
desk a scheme that has been worked out by a number of lead- 
ing educators and musicians. This appears to have features of 
sufficient value so that it has been adopted by the high school 
in Concord, as well as by numerous schools in different parts of 
the country. Therefore, in making out the high school pro- 
gram for another year, I think that it might be well to consider 
the advisability of adopting this plan or some modification 
thereof. 


MANUAL ArtTs. 


The supervisor of manual arts reports in part as follows: 
“The course of study is very similar to that of last year, except 
that we are having more design and hand work. The pupils 
have done excellent work in dress design, house decoration, and 
poster work. The little people are working up to poster making 
very well indeed. This is now considered very important and 
practical. 


or 
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In manual training, we are planning to do some work that we 
can sell to pay for material used in the manual training depart- 
ment. This plan, I understand, is followed in some of the best 
city schools.” 

I might add that it also furnishes an additional incentive for 
doing acceptible work. 


APPRECIATIONS. 


The local chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion has recently presented to each schoolroom in town a beau- 
tiful United States flag. I feel that I should be remiss in cour- 
tesy should | fail to make this public recognition of the gift, 
and to express the thanks of all those connected with the schools 
for this act of thoughtfulness and patriotism. 

Under this heading, I also wish to state that the headmaster 
and superintendent have greatly appreciated and enjoyed the 
furnishings of the office, which, with its telephone, typewriter, 
bookcases, desks, and other equipment, presents quite an up- 
to-date appearance.
